NEW YORK (AP)-The last 


day of winter finds 
business 


with less to complain about 
than usual. The three months 
have dealt more kindly than in 
some previous years with most 
businesses. And the prospects 
are better than average, too. 


True, the weather has been 


more ornery this winter in 
many sections. Business will be 
only too glad to see its official 
end today. 


But in general, the economy 


has risen above this and put, on 
more 
muscle. Manufacturing 


output has gained. Retail sales 
are nicely above a year ago. 


Often in February commodity 


prices ease. But last month and 
this have seen many rise, par- 
ticularly for materials used in 
industry. And price increases 
in some consumer commodities, 
if painful to the housewife, at 
least are giving producer na- 
tions, for the first time in sev- 
eral years, more money with 
which to buy the goods that 
American producers can turn 
out. They might even need less 
foreign aid, too. 


Winter's winds haven't chilled 


the confidence of the American 
consumer in his assessment of 
good times ahead.

Rocket Fails 
to Orbit Due 
to 3rd Stage

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— An Explorer scientific satel- 
lite failed to orbit today be- 
cause of trouble with the third 
stage o fthe Delta booster rock- 
et. 


The satellite was to have 


made the most extensive study 
yet of the earth's ionosphere 
and was to serve as a tracking 
target for intense laser light 
beams flashed from the ground. 


The 
Delta 
blasted 
away 


from Cape Kennedy at 6:14 
a.m. (EST). Two hours later 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration reported 
tracking stations had lost the 
satellite some 30 minutes after 
liftoff. Shortly afterward, an- 
other announcement said anal- 
ysis of radio date showed the 
third stage burned for only 22 
seconds instead of the intended 
40. 


Packed in the rocket's nose 


M as a 120-pound payload intend- 
ed to orbit more than 700 miles 
high to make the most extensive 
survey yet of the ionosphere, an 
electrically - charged 
atmos- 


pheric region which reflects ra- 
dit signals and makes possible 
long-range communications on 
earth.

This Old House Is Shaky 
But Young Folks Come to 
Rescue; It Lifts Its Head

KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 


big house with its 20 or more 
rooms was grand when it was 
built half a century ago and its 
owner gave it a spendid name: 
Stony Glen. 


Years of neglect have re- 


duced it to a haunted house for 
the very young, a target for the 
adolescent vandal, and a blight 
in the eyes of the city. 


It looks vacant. Many of the 


windows are broken and the 
roofing is peeling off the once- 
fine gables. 


But in the basement 
lives 


Miss Adelia Mcneely Ashmore, 
an elderly woman who is al- 
most a recluse. 


The city Division of Public 


Health Engineering says the 
three-story house is unfit for 
human habitation and wants it 
cleaned up or Miss Ashmore 
out by next Monday. 


She probably won't have to 


move, however, because her 
young friends are again com- 
ing to the rescue. 


Every night for almost three 


summers, Paul Holmberg, 24, 
said he and three other young 
men have visited Miss Ash- 
more, 
guarding 
her 
from 


youths who heckled her, drove 
through 
the 
13-acre 
yard, 


flashed lights, threw stones at 
the windows and made obscene 
phone calls. 


The four 
were 
eventually 


joined by others, until about 25 
had helped — three of them 
leaving the ranks of the heck- 
lers. 


They also cut the grass, 


cleaned the yard, painted and 
laid linoleum. 


Miss Ashmore's brother, who 


lives in Branson, 
Mo., owns 


the house. He says as soon as 
he replaces windows, they are 
broken again by vandals. Miss 
Ashmore doesn't say much. 


Last weekend when the city 


began pressing again that re- 
pairs be made, a group of teen- 
agers began escorting 
groups 


through the house at a quarter 
apiece to raise money for the 
work. 


War Plane 
Crashes Cost 
2 Billions

WASHINGTON (AP) - More 


than $1.8 billion in U.S. military 
planes have been lost or badly 
damaged in crashes over the 
past three years, it was learned 
today. 


Pilot error and "material 


failure" were listed as the chief 
causes in more than 2,000 major 
military aircraft accidents in 
1961-1963. 


This data was contained in an 


analysis provided by the De- 
fense Department.' The Asso- 
ciated Press asked the report 
in connection with a running 
dispute over the relative relia- 
bility of missiles and manned 
aircraft. 


Critics of U.S. missiles sys- 


tems have suggested, 
among 


other things, that there is much 
more assurance about the relia- 
bility of manned aircraft be- 
cause of many years of experi- 
ence and thousands and thou- 
sands and thousands of flights. 


The Pentagon report said the 


Air Force suffered some 1,100 
major accidents over the past 
three years causing 
damage 


totaling $1.1 billion. This aver- 
ages out to about $1 million per 
accident. 


During that same period more 


than 900 Navy and 
Marine 


Corps planes sustained major 
damage or were destroyed. The 
dollar estimate: something over 
$700 million. 


The Army, which uses mainly 


helicopters and other relatively 
inexpensive aircraft, 
reported 


more than 200 major accidents 
with $27 million in damages. 


In a rundown of causes, the 


Navy said human error was 
responsible for 60 per cent of all 
accidents to Navy and Marine 
Corps aircraft. Pilot error was 
blamed for 48 per cent and 12 
per cent by "other persons." 


Material failure accounted for 


28 per cent, weather base facil- 
ities and miscellaneous causes 
the rest. 


The Air Force said pilot error 


caused 31 per cent of its acci- 
dents, material failure 39 per 
cent, weather 1 per cent, main- 
tenance 8 per cent, supervision 
5 per cent and the remainder 
undetermined and miscellane- 
ous. 


Army statistics, which were 


not broken down, were reported 
to show crew error as a main 
cause of accidents, 
material 


failure as the second cause and 
maintenance and weather fol- 
lowing in that order. 


"All 
the services have vigor- 


ous accident prevention or safe- 
ty programs," 
the Pentagon 


said. It claimed that Air Force 
and Navy accident rates have 
been on a declining curve since 
the 1920s.

Turkish town of Lefka, 5 miles 
southwest of Ghaziveran, threat- 
ened to attack Greek Cypriot 
villages near them if the Greek 
Cypriots did not cease firing by 
10 a.m. But 15 minutes after 
that' hour, there was no word 
that an attack had started from 
Lefka. 


The British said Turkish Cyp- 


riot leaders were flown to Gha- 
ziveran 
by helicopter. 
Fires 


were reported inside the village. 


The British said firing con- 


tinued through the morning as 
the Turks refused to surrender. 
The Greek Cypriots halted a 
truce patrol of British, Greek 
and Turkish Cypriot troops east 
of Ghaziveran.

Too Busy Keeping Pipe 
Lighted to Think About 
Cigarettes, Says Writer

WASHINGTON (AP) - I've 


switched from cigarettes to pipe 
smoking. If the national produc- 
tion of matches and lighter fluid 
keeps steady, I think I might 
make it stick. 


Keeping the pipe burning re- 


quires so much time and con- 
centration I've scarcely given a 
thought to cigarettes. 


Besides, a variety of compen- 


sations have come to light. For 
example: 


There's a strong cameraderie 


among pipe smokers. They free- 
ly swap tobacco and pipe clean- 
ers—and they welcome a novice 
as though he were a Jodge 
brother. Generous with advice 
to neophytes, they even offer 
tips on pipe smoking by wear' 
ers of false teeth, which I have 
escaped so far. 


I've regained a measure of 


youth in the eyes of my daugh- 
ters, who say: "Dad, you look 
positively collegiate." 


I had been a cigarette smoker 


for about 30 of my 54 years 
when the report of the surgeon 
general's 
committee 
finally 


prompted me to try to quit. 
It had been reporting scientists 
treatises on the health hazards 
of cigarette smoking for years 
without giving up cigarettes. 


In fact, some of my heaviest 


smoking has been done while 
writing such stories. 


When 
the 
words wouldn't 
| come the way I wanted them 
to, it was comforting to light a 
cigarette and inhale 
deeply. 


Maybe, too, there was an aspect 


of having something to do with 
temporarily idle hands. 


Maybe chewing on a pencil 


would have had the same ef- 
fect. 


At any rate, I've found a pipe 


to be such a pacifier. 
I've picked up some tips about 
pipes and the art and science 
of pipe smoking. 


Here's a rundown: 
Keep your new pipe clean, 


but you'll never really enjoy it 
until you build a layer of carbon 
inside the bowl. 


You'd do well to line up a 


stable of pipes—one for every 
day in the week — to assure 
keeping all of them cool smok- 
ing. 


Don't rush your smoking; and 


don't chain smoke. If you do, 
you'll wind up with a tongue 
that feels like red ants had been 
at it. 


Never inhale — you'll blow 


your hat off. 


You can never hope to get 


over 
that 
ceaseless 
match- 


scratching; it's just a cross a 
pipe smoker has to bear. How- 
ever, with practice, you'll de- 
velop 
a 
"smoking 
rhythm" 


which will help you keep the 
fireh't. 


However, your pipe has other 


advantages 
beyond 
smoking 


pleasure. In subfreezing weath- 
er, it provides a bit of heat for 
the nose; and, cradled in the 
hand, it can prevent frostbite. 


If you want to cheat — and 


still masquerade as a self-dis- 
ciplined 
soul — a 
cigarette 


crumpled up and shoved into 
the new pipe's bowl taste just 
like a cigarette. 


Foreign Aid 
Debut Meets 
Hostile Ears

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson asked Congress to- 
day for $3.4 billion in foreign aid 
to help "build a world in which 
the weak can walk without 
fear." 


In a special message to a Con* 


gross which has become in- 
creasingly resistant to foreign 
aid in recent years, Johnson de- 
picted the program as a bulwark 
against both war and "the am- 
bitions oi Communist imperial- 
ism." 


He promised no waste in the 


operation and asked for perma- 
nent authority for U.S. arms 
aid abroad. 


On Capitol Hill, there were 


prompt predictions of trouble 
ahead for the President's pro- 
posals. 


Senate Republican leader Ev- 


erett M. Dirkscn of Illinois said 
there were "still possibilities 
for 
real economies." Senate 


Democratic leader Mike Mans- 
field of Montana commended 
the President for the reduced 
requests but said "as always, 
the program will have to plow 
a difficult road." 


Rep. Otto E. Passman, D-La., 


chairman of the House Appro- 
priations subcommittee which 
handles foreign aid, said he 
hoped Congress would approve 
Jess than $3 billion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


George A. Smathers, D-Fla., 
said 
today many Americans 


"are severely handicapped by 
their race or their religion" but 
that the civil rights bill'seeks a 
crude "through the use of tyran- 
nical means." 


Smathers, in a speech pre- 


pared for the Senate debate, 
stated his opposition to the bill 
and said it poses "a terrible de- 
lemma ... for one who believes 
deeply in all the implications of 
freedom and who believes in the 
human dignity of every Ameri- 
can." 


"This dilemma is resolved, in 


the final analysis, I believe, by 
the fact that the civil rights act 
attempts to gain one man's free- 
dom by depriving another man 
of his," he said, "because it 
clenches the heavy hand of the 
federal government into a fist 
which crushes our tottering fed- 
eral system, and because, in the 
name of human rights, it per- 
mits the exercise of unrestrict- 
ed power by too few people and 
with too few assurances that its 
exercise will be fair."

Frenchman 
Edges LBJ 
in Duel

WASHINGTON (AP) - Score 


one 
for 
French 
President 


Charles de Gaulle. Big Charley, 
in his uniform and military cap, 
did all right without laying a 
glove on President Johnson. 


In his first jostle with John- 


son 
the 
Frenchman 
came 


through smelling like a rose, 
even though they were miles 
apart in their encounter, while 
the American President put the 
Latin Americans in a tizzy. 


The two men had a short talk 


here last November after Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy's funer- 
al. It wasn't a formal talk. That 
was supposed to come this 
year. But then there .was some 
confusion about it. 


Were they supposed to meet, 


here, or where? Johnson want- 
ed it here. De Gaulle wanted it 
on an island in the Caribbean. 
So there was no meeting. 


But then the Frenchman irri- 


tated the American government 
by recognizing Red China and 
on top of it decided to visit Mex- 
ico as part of his plan for get- 
ting good will and probably 
business for France in Latin 
America. 


Johnson arranged to make a 


major speech to Latin-American 
ambassadors at the Organiza- 
tion of American States on the 
very day, Monday, that De 
Gaulle landed in Mexico, uni- 
form and all. 


If 
it went right, Johnson 


would get as much front-page 


play in Latin America as De 
Gaulle since his talk was on 
how the United States and its 
southern neighbors could pull 
together better. But it didn't go 
all right. 


While De Gaulle did all the 


nice things in Mexico, Johnson 
didn't do them here, or at least 
the ambassadors didn't think so. 
One reporter, who knows the 
ambassadors, said they were 
shocked and astonished at John- 
son's speech. 


This is how it happened. For 


weeks a special OAS committee 
had been trying to get Panama 
and the United States to settle 
their dispute over the Panama 
Canal Zone. 


After the riots at the zone last 


January, Panama severed dip- 
lomatic relations with this coun- 
try. Panama demanded a revi- 
sion of the 1903 treaty which 
says the United States can con- 
trol the zone and the canal in- 
definitely. 


The night before the Johnson 


speech the OAS announced the 
two sides had agreed to sit 
down to discuss and negotiate 
their differences. 
Latin-American diplomats said 
before the OAS committee re- 
leased its announcement it had 
sought and got the approval of 
Thomas Mann, assistant secre- 
tary of state for inter-American 
affairs. 


U.S. officials now tell anoth- 


er story: that there had been no 
agreement, that Mann hadn't 
approved 
the announcement, 


that he had said he would need 
time to consider it, and that he 
consulted Johnson. 


At any rate—this was Sunday 


night—a few hours after the an- 
nouncement Republican sena- 
tors denounced it. They didn't 
think the administration should 
agree to "negotiate" 
on the 


treaty. They said it looked like 
surrender. 


A few hours after the Repub- 


licans said what they had on 
their minds, a so-called "high 
U.S. source" made a joke of 
the OAS announcement by say- 
ing there had been no agree- 
ment. 


The next day, Monday, John- 


son went to the OAS to make 
his speech. He had it all pre- 
pared in writing. It turned out 
not to be a very good speech. 
It was hardly more than a col- 
lection of friendly and pious 
statements. 


Even so, if this had been all, 


while it might have disappoint- 
ed the ambassadors it wouldn't 
have been enough to astonish 
them. Johnson proceeded to as- 
tonish them by injecting some- 
thing that wasn't in the pre- 
pared speech. 


He made official what the 


"high source" 
had said the 


night before. He said there had 
been no meeting of the minds 
with .Panama. 


Thus, in a talk which was sup- 


posed to be all about coopera- 
tion he (1) injected the sore sub- 
ject of Panama and (2) in ef- 
fect, told the OAS to its face 
that its special committee's an- 
nouncement was all wet.
